It declared that the 
three "R'e" Ttere bcfnp tansht as thoroughly e? \\t>« tlie ca«e in the "IJt- 
tle red school house." and that they were being taught more scien- 
tifically and with a modern view to the needs of the individual child.

As a matter of fact the system of todai i« immeasur- 
ably ahead of the school system of the past. The growth has been 
Fteady." 


The report declares that the educational system of today is to edu- 


cate children for a kind of a life, economic and social, which they will 
need when they leave the public school. The bureau bases its defense 
of the present Astern principally on this ground.
